SHIPBUILDING IN HONGKONG. 
SOVERNMENT CONTROL. 


“The Gazette contains the followirig im- 
portant regulations, made by H.E, tle 
Governor, relating'to the control of ehip- 
building and ship-repairing facilities :— 

1.—(1.) No person shall undertake or 
carry out any ship-building. or ship- 
repairing work without tho written per-- 
mission of the Colonial Secrtary. 

(2).--Such. permissior may be given 
subject to any conditions or limitations 
_ which the Colomial Secretary may think 
fit. é eee: 
2.—It is hereby declared that where 
tho fulfilment by any person of any con- 
‘contract is interfered with by tho neces- 
sity on the part, of himself or any, other 
person of complying with any ofthese re- 
gulations, that necessity. is.a good defence 
to any ation or proceedings taken against 
‘that person in respect of the non-fulfil- 
ment of the contract so far as it is due 
to that. interference. : 
3.—Every person who carries on” the 
business: of shipbuilding or of ship- 
reparing, and every person in the em-' 
ployment of any such peison, shall forth..

Secretary orto any person deputed by 
him all such information with regard 
to his businéss as the Colonial Secretary 
or the person “go deputed may require, 
and shall allow any person 80 deputed to 
yemove any document or other thing 
which such person so deputed may con- 
sider necessary for the purpose of the 
enforcement of these Regulations. 

4.—No person shall for the purpose of 
evading any provision of any of- these 
Regulations make any false statement or 
representation or furnish soy false in-.

It may be 
traced to concern over the possible fate 
of Ronmanis; but it is also due to a 
s0nas of disappointment that the “ Big 
Push” has not brought the end of the 
war nearer, That was the hope raised 
by some popular speakers and writers in 
the Press, when the heaviest fighting on 
the Somme was in progress and when 
the successive thrusts forward, resulting 
in the capture of one strong position 
after another, were acclaimed as “ vic- 
tories,” whereas, of course, they wero 
no_more than important successes, or 
milestones, as. it were, on the pond 
towards final victory, At one time it 
-was thought that. the wedge forged by 
the. Allies would be driven so deeply into 
the German defence that the enemy would 
have to carry out a general. retirement 
all along his front in” France. and 
Flanders. That has not happened so far, 
although nobody whose opinion is worth 
having doubts for a moment that it will 
come ih good time, and sooner, perhaps, 
than the pessimists"think. Meanwhile 
the pressure against the enemy is being 
maintained, :although. operations on o 
grand ‘sealé aro unlikely to take placo 
before the Spring owing to conditions of 
weather and tho state of the ground.
